SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


The year 1996 has been an eventful year for the people of Walpole. Very cold weather 
and then a winter thaw caused an ice jam in the Connecticut River that changed the 
channel. The channel moved easterly causing very serious erosion problems on our side 
of the river. We held several meetings that were well attended by residents of the town, 
by private industry, by state leaders and by federal employees. The state and federal 
government were both very supportive of efforts to solve our problem. New England 
Power has devices in the water that seem to be capturing silt that is rebuilding the bank. 
The Army Corp of Engineers is making boring and preparing a plan to solve the problem. 
The problem has not been solved, but it is being addressed. 


The news on the North Walpole tunnels problem is less encouraging. The railroad agreed 
to a proposal that turned out to be unacceptable to too many residents of North Walpole. 
There is no disagreement that the condition of the tunnels and the fences is deplorable. A 
proposal is being prepared to submit to the State. 


Part of High and School Streets have new sewer and water mains, and new storm drains. 
The final asphalt surface will be installed in the spring. The Selectmen hope voters will 
look favorably on the proposal to continue the street upgrading by voting for the School 
and Union Streets warrant article. 

The Selectmen thank the many volunteers who served so well on the town committees. It 


is volunteers who do so much to keep Walpole a wonderful place to live. The Selectmen 
thank all the residents of Walpole for their patience and their support.

TOWN WARRANT 1997 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Walpole qualified to vote in Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on Tuesday, 
the 11th day of March next, at 8:00 O'clock in the forenoon to act on 
Articles 1 through 23, the first six of which will be voted on at the polls. 
Polls at the Walpole Town Hall and the North Walpole Village Hall will 
remain open until 7:00 PM. Following the counting of the ballots, the 
meeting will be recessed until Saturday, the 15th of March next at 9:30 
O'clock in the forenoon, at which time the balance of the Articles will be 
acted on. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose the necessary town officers for their respective 
terms. 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will adopt the provisions of RSA 40:13 
to allow official ballot voting on all issues before the Town of Walpole. 
BY PETITION 

Note: Under State law this Article will require a 60% affirmative vote for 
passage. A copy of the provisions of RSA 40:13 may be viewed at the 
Selectmen's and the Town Clerk's offices during regular business hours. 
(The Board of Selectmen DOES NOT RECOMMEND this Article.) 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to amend Article VI 
(Commercial District), Paragraph D (Land Standards) of the Walpole 
Zoning Ordinance by adding a new sentence that reads "Whenever 
feasible, parking areas shall be located to the side or rear of the 
building." 

BY PETITION 

(The Planning Board DOES NOT RECOMMEND this Article.) 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to amend Article VI 
(Commercial District), Paragraph E (Land Standards) of the Walpole Zoning 
Ordinance by adding the following new section: 

3. When a commercial or industrial use is proposed adjacent to 
an existing residential use, the front setback shall be 50 feet from the 
edge of the right-of-way, 20 feet of which shall be landscaped; the side 
and rear setbacks shall be a minimum of 35 feet, 20 feet of which must 
be maintained as a vegetative buffer trip or visual screen, of a type 
deemed appropriate by the Planning Board during Site Plan Review. 
Within these buffer areas, there will be no parking or storage areas, 
driveways, signs, lighting fixtures, or principal or accessory structures. 
BY PETITION 
(The Planning Board DOES NOT RECOMMEND this Article.) 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to amend Article VI 
(Commercial District), Paragraph E (Land Standards) of the Walpole Zoning 
Ordinance by adding the following new section: 

4. The amount of lot coverage, consisting of all buildings, 
structures and parking facilities, shall be no more than 40% of the total 
lot area. If parking facilities are shared with an adjoining property, the 
abutting area used shall be calculated into the 40% total coverage. 

BY PETITION 
(The Planning Board DOES NOT RECOMMEND this Article.) 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XI (Board of 
Adjustments) of the Walpole Zoning Ordinance by adding seven new 
criteria which the Zoning Board of Adjustments will use when reviewing 
applications for Special Exceptions. 

BY PETITION 

Note: A copy of the proposed amendment to the Zoning Ordinance may be 
viewed in the Selectmen's and the Town Clerk's offices during regular 
business hours. 

(The Planning Board DOES NOT RECOMMEND this Article.) 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,310,952 for the support of the Town poor, for Town libraries, to 
build and repair bridges and highways, to insure the public safety, and for 
such other expenses as may accrue. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $25,000 to provide architectural and engineering plans for new town 
office facilities. Furthermore, to direct the Board of Selectmen which one, 
if any, of the following alternatives for the acquisition of the new Town 
office facilities to pursue: 

a. To dig under the current Town Hall in order to create a full cellar 
which will be used for offices and conference rooms. (Estimated cost: 
$265,000) 

b. To build a two-story addition to the south end of the Town Hall, 
adding 15 feet to that end of the building. (Estimated cost: $275,000) 

c. To purchase a plot of land and build a new Town Office on a slab. 
(Estimated cost: $375,000, exclusive of land costs) 

d. To purchase the Walpole Savings Bank building on Westminister 
Street and renovate it to house the town offices. (Asking price for the 
building and land: $585,000) 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $50,000 to be held in the Capital Reserve Fund-Heavy Highway 
Equipment. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal of 
the sum of $65,000 from the Capital Reserve Fund - Heavy Highway 
Equipment and appropriate this sum for the purchase of a 1997 or 1998 
truck equipped with a truck body, front hydraulics, a side dump and a 
reversible snowplow. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to sell a 1982 International 
truck by bid, with the proceeds received from the sale to go back into the 
Capital Reserve - Heavy Highway Equipment Fund. 

(The Board of Selectnhen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $10,000 to be held in the Capital Reserve Fund - Police Vehicle. 
(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $50,000 to be held in the Capital Reserve Fund - Landfill Closing. 
(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3500, of which $2000 would be reimbursed to the Town through 
private donations and trust funds, to resurface the tennis courts at Whitcomb 
Park. The $1500 will not be expended until the full amount of the funds 
necessary to resurface the courts have been received. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $5000 to facilitate changes caused by the Town's conversion to the 
new 9-1-1 emergency system. These funds will be used to purchase and 
erect new street signs and posts, to notify residents of their new addresses 
and to update Town records. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $80,000, half of which ($40,000) to be reimbursed as the Town's 
portion of a matching commitment for the Community Development Block 
Grant (CDBG) funds in the event that the Cheshire County ADA Project 
grant application #3 is awarded by the New Hampshire Office of State 
Planning. These funds would be used to bring the exterior of the Walpole 
Town Hall and the Bridge Memorial Library up to ADA standards. The 
approval of this article will not effect the Town's existing or future CDBG 
applications. This appropriation is non-lapsing for one year and shall be 
administered by the Board of Selectmen with the assistance of the Facilities 
Needs Committee and the Library Board. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $50,000 to rebuild approximately 1400 feet of School Street and 
Union Street including new pavement and street drains. New sewer and 
water mains with connecting services shall also be installed and funded from 
water and sewer funds. This article is non-lapsing for one year and shall be 
administered by the Board of Selectmen. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town shall accept the provisions of RSA 202- 
A:4-d providing that any Town at an annual meeting may adopt an article 
authorizing indefinitely, until specific rescission of such authority, the 
library trustees to accept gifts of personal property, other than money, which 
may be offered to the library for any public purpose, provided, however, that 
no acceptance of personal property by the library trustees shall be deemed to 
bind the town or the library trustees to raise, appropriate or expend any 
public funds for the operation, maintenance, repair or replacement of such 
personal property. 

Note: Because of the words written in italics in this Article, this Article 
will, if approved, become one of the so-called "boilerplate articles" granting 
an indefinite delegation of authority to the Town's library trustees. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal of 
the sum of $5000 from the Capital Reserve Fund-Recycling Center/Transfer 
Station Equipment and appropriate this sum for the purchase of a trash 
compactor box for the transfer station. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing 
agreement under Section 218 of the Social Security Act by excluding all 
Social Security taxes from the services performed by any election worker for 
a calendar year in which the remuneration paid to that worker for such 
service is less than $1000. | 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to modify the elderly 
exemptions from property tax, based on assessed value, for qualified 
taxpayers, to be as follows: for a person 65 years of age up to 75 years, 
$20,000; for a person 75 years up to 80 years, $30,000; for a person 80 
years of age or older $40,000. To qualify, the person must have been a New 
Hampshire resident for at least 5 years, own the real estate individually or 
jointly, or if the real estate is owned by such person's spouse, they must 
have been married for at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a 
net income of not more than $17,500 or, if married, a combined net income 
of less than $24,000; and own net-assets not in excess of $50,000 excluding 
the value of the person's residence. 

(The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the Johnson 
Road, so-called, which road currently bisects the property of the R.N. 
Johnson Company and runs from Tumpike Street to Homestead Avenue, 
provided, however, that the Town shall retain all easements currently 
existing on or under the said road. 

( The Board of Selectmen RECOMMENDS this Article.) 


ARTICLE 23: To transact any other business that my legally come before 
the meeting.

INDEFINITE DELEGATION OF AUTHORITY 
BY THE TOWN TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


In the past a number of articles appeared on the Town Warrant each year delegating specific 
powers to the Board of Selectmen. These articles are usually referred to as "boilerplate 
articles". Because each now contains the language authorizing indefinitely, until specific 
rescission of such authority", they no longer need to be voted on at each Town Meeting. 
The Town of Walpole now has six such Warrant Articles, which are printed below for your 
reference. 


1. TAX ANTICIPATION NOTES: Shall the town accept the provisions of RSA 33:7 
providing that any town at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, 
until specific rescission of such authority, the Selectmen to issue, without further action by 
the Town Meeting, tax anticipation notes? 


2. ACCEPTANCE OF GRANTS: Shall the Town accept the provisions of RSA 31:95-b 
providing that any Town at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, 
until specific rescission of such authority, the Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend, 
without further action by the Town Meeting, unanticipated money from a state, federal, or 
other governmental unit or a private source which becomes available during the fiscal year? 


3. ACCEPTANCE OF GRANTS BY LIBRARIES: Shall the Town accept the provision of 
RSA 202-A:4-c providing that any Town at an annual meeting may adopt an article 
authorizing indefinitely, until specific rescission of such authority, the public library 
trustees to apply for, accept and expend, without further action by the Town Meeting, 
unanticipated money from a state, federal or other governmental unit or a private source 
which becomes available during the fiscal year? 


4, ACCEPTANCE OF GIFTS, LEGACIES AND DEVISES: Shall the Town accept the 
provisions of RSA 31:19 providing that any Town at an annual meeting may adopt an article 
authorizing indefinitely, until specific rescission of such authority, the Selectmen to 
accept, without further action by the Town Meeting, gifts, legacies, and devises made to the 
Town in trust for any public purpose during the fiscal year? 


5. ACCEPTANCE OF GIFTS OF PERSONAL PROPERTY: Shall the Town accept the 
provisions of RSA 31:95-e providing that any Town at an annual meeting may adopt an 
article authorizing indefinitely, until specific rescission of such authority, the Selectmen 
to accept, without further action by the Town Meeting, gifts of personal property (other than 
money) made to the Town for any public purpose during the fiscal year, provided that the 
Selectmen hold a public hearing before accepting such gift, and providing further that the 
acceptance shall not bind the Town to raise, appropriate, or expend any public funds for the 
operation, maintenance, repair or replacement of any such personal property? 


6. TRANSFER OF TAX LIENS AND SALE OF TAX DEED PROPERTY: Shall the Town 
accept the provisions of RSA 80:80 (or RSA 80:42 if the Town has not adopted the tax lien 
procedure) providing that any Town at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing 
indefinitely, until specific rescission of such authority, the Selectmen to convey, without 
further action by the Town Meeting, any real estate acquired by the Town by tax collector's 
deed, provided that such conveyance be by deed following a public auction, or the property 
sold by advertised sealed bids, or otherwise disposed of as justice may require?

INTRODUCTORY NOTE - 


We are pleased to report to the Town that Walpole remains in a sound 
financial state. For the year just past revenues exceeded expectations by 
some $30,000 and expenditures were about $90,000 less than budgeted. For 
the fourth year in a row the Town's bottom line has remained essentially flat. 
More importantly, the 1997 Town budget, which the Board has recommended 
in the Warrant, holds the line for a fifth year. We anticipate that in 1997 the 
amount to be raised by Taxes, exclusive of the school and county taxes, 
should be just about the same as was raised this past year. 


Walpole is most fortunate in entrusting its financial operations to four 
experienced and highly capable individuals: our two tax collectors, Sandy 
Smith and Kathleen Foster; our Town Treasurer, Helen Ladd, and our Town 
Financial Administrator, Sheila Turner. We extend our deepest thanks to 
each of them. 


We also express our thanks to the sixty-plus full and part time 
employees of our Town and to the many, many volunteers who give freely of 
their time and talents. Walpole could not maintain its high "quality of life" 
and keep its tax rate among the State's lowest without the continuing 
dedication of both groups.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S REPORT ON 
INTERNAL CONTROL STRUCTURE BASED ON AN AUDIT OF 
GENERAL PURPOSE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS PERFORMED IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH GOVERNMENT AUDITING STANDARDS 


To the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Walpole, New Hampshire 


We have audited the general purpose financial statements of the Town of Walpole, New 
Hampshire as of and for the year ended December 31, 1996, and have issued our report thereon 
dated January 24, 1997. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards; 
Government Auditing Standards, issued by the comptroller General of the United States; and the 
provisions of Office of Management and Budget Circular (OMB) A-128, "Audits of State and Local 
Governments". Those standards and OMB Circular A-128 require that we plan and perform the 
audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the general purpose financial statements are free 
of material misstatement. 


The management of the Town of Walpole, New Hampshire is responsible for establishing 
and maintaining an internal control structure. In fulfilling this responsibility, estimates and 
judgments by management are required to assess the expected benefits and related costs of internal 
control structure policies and procedures. The objectives of an internal control structure are to 
provide management with reasonable, but not absolute, assurance that assets are safeguarded against 
loss from unauthorized use or disposition, and that transactions are executed in accordance with 
management’s authorization and recorded properly to permit the preparation of general purpose 
financial statements in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. Because of 
inherent limitations in any internal control structure, errors or irregularities may nevertheless occur 
and not be detected. Also, projection of any evaluation of the structure to future periods is subject 
to the risk that procedures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions or that the 
effectiveness of the design and operation of policies and procedures may deteriorate. 


In planning and performing our audit of the general purpose financial statements of the 
Town of Walpole, New Hampshire for the year ended December 31, 1996, we obtained an 
understanding of the internal control structure. With respect to the internal control structure, we 
obtained an understanding of the design of relevant policies and procedures and whether they have 
been placed in operation, and we assessed control risk in order to determine our auditing procedures 
for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the general purpose financial statements and not to 
provide an opinion on the internal control structure. Accordingly, we do not express such an 
opinion. 


For the purpose of this report, we have classified the significant internal control structure 
policies and procedures in the following categories: 
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ACCOUNTING APPLICATIONS 
Budget 
Cash and investments 
Revenue and receivables 
Expenditures for goods and services 
and accounts payable 
Payroll and related liabilities 
Debt and debt service requirements 
Single Audit and similar grant programs 


Our consideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all matters 
in the internal control structure that might be material weaknesses under standards established by 
the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants. A material weakness is a condition in which 
the design or operation of one or more of the internal control structure elements does not reduce 
to a relatively low level the risk that errors or irregularities in amounts that would be material in 
relation to the general purpose financial statements being audited may occur and not be detected 
within a timely period by employees in the normal course of performing their assigned functions. 
We noted no matters involving the internal control structure and its operation that we consider to 
be material weaknesses as defined above. 


However, we noted certain matters involving the internal control structure and its operation 
that we have reported to the management of the Town of Walpole, New Hampshire in a separate 
letter dated January 24, 1997. 


This report is intended for the information of management and the Board of Selectmen. 
However, this report is a matter of public record, and its distribution is not limited.

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WALPOLE WATER DEPARTMENT REPORT 1996 


We had a very quiet year as far as major trouble is concerned with the water systems. As 
I reported in the early 1990's, about the old, badly rusted and plugged water mains 
installed in 1902-1903, the High Street and School Street mains have been replaced this 
year. We have now installed new 6" main on South Street, on Old Keene Road and 
Westminster Street to the top of that hill. These have been very important steps to 
improve our water system and reduce rusty water problems. In the very near future we 
hope to finish School Street from Union Street to Prospect Hill then the next most 
important work is on Middle Street across the common to Washington Street. 


With the bad snow storm in December we had relay problems with both our water pumps, 
Watkins Hill and the River Pump. We were able to keep the system going manually for a 


week while we were getting the automatic controls operating again. 


We are steadily replacing old water meters with new meters and outside recorders to 
make meter reading easier for both the water and sewer departments. 


The only new building added to the water system this year was the new Agway Building 
off Route 12 and Turnpike Street. 


I would like to thank those who call with questions or comments and keep us informed of 
troubles. Without your help our job would be much more difficult.

Street near the Town Hall. 


For 1997, I have plans to grind up Turnpike Street and repave it, also to work on Russell 
Street, the underpass and approach. 


We also plan to start tarring the Walpole Valley Road and Old Cheshire Turnpike. We 
plan to start on sidewalk rebuilding in both villages.

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WALPOLE POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 1996 
The Walpole Police Department had a busy but exciting year in 1996. 


I would like to thank Officer Westney who obtained, through donations from Whelan 
Industries and through National Safety Equipment, a $1,400 dollar light bar, and a $250 
dollar siren. I would also like to thank Sgt. Ray L'Abbe for installing this equipment at no 
charge to the town. These donations saved the town over $2,000 dollars. 


On August 18, 1996, William Callahan was sworn in as a part time police officer to fill 
Officer Mattson's position. Officer Callahan lives in North Walpole with his wife Linda and 
their son Michael. The Callahan family is very acquainted with the Town of Walpole and the 
different emergency fields within the town and Officer Callahan will be a good addition to 
the Walpole Police Department. 


In terms of the activity of the department, the following is a breakdown of calls which are of 
particular interest to the Town of Walpole: 


1. 96 Motor Vehicle Accidents, including two fatalities. One on the Walpole Valley Road, 
the other on Route 12 in Walpole. The State Police covered 19 other accident calls. 


2. 73 Burglary Alarms 

3. 45 Animal Complaints 

4. 21 Bad Check Cases 

5. 23 Burglaries 

6. 40 Domestic Disputes 

7. 40 Thefts 

8. 31 Vandalism Cases 

9. 50 Criminal Arrests 

10. The Walpole Police made 55 appearances during the year at either Keene District 
Court or Cheshire Superior Court. 

11. The Walpole Police Department handled a total of 913 calls for the year 1996. 


During 1996 the Department handled three major cases: 

The first took place on August 20, 1996. Walpole had nine burglary's with forced entry in the 
areas of Maple Grove, North Road, Wentworth Road and High Streets. Two male subjects 
were arrested on Route 9 in Chesterfield a short time later. These arrests solved 
approximately 30 burglaries from Keene to Peterborough. Some of these burglaries involved 
theft of firearms. 


The second took place nine days later with the arrest of town resident . A search warrant was 
obtained for his house where approximately $250,000 dollars in stolen merchandise was 
recovered. The Walpole Police Department started the investigation several months prior to 
the arrest. Eventually the New Hampshire State Police Major Crime Unit was called in. The 
Chief turned the case over to resources both monetarily and man power wise. Cpl. Michael 
Carroll, a detective with the Major Crime Unit, was assigned as the lead investigator and 
worked with Chief Hewes for four months solving approximately 300 burglaries and thefts. 
The burglaries covered three different counties in New Hampshire. At one time fifteen 
different detectives were assigned to the case. To date the case has generated 1500 pages of 
reports and continues to grow. 
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The third case took place on December 01, 1996. Officer Callahan was dispatched to 
Turnpike Street, Walpole for a subject laying in the road possibly passed out. When Officer 
Callahan arrived he found a much different scenario. Officer Callahan found a male subject 
laying in the road suffering from a gunshot wound to the head. Once again the New 
Hampshire State Police Major Crime Unit was called to Walpole only this time for a 
homicide. 


The following is a list of the 28 towns that are dispatched by Southwestern Mutual Aid in 
Keene, NH. Of those 28 towns Walpole is the eighth busiest department in activity.

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THE WALPOLE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
1996 


1996 was a good year for the Conservation Commission. Our work involving wetlands 
mapping progressed to the point where maps themselves will soon be produced. Once 
completed and the wetlands graded, we will be able to furnish the Planning and Zoning 
Boards with information that will assist them in their work during the years ahead. 


Although we did not participate in the actual construction work, we like to believe that 
our urging prompted the New Hampshire Fish and Game Department to furnish a very 
good access road to their property on Route 12 north of the Westminster Bridge. You 
will find signs both north and south along Route 12 directing you to an area where car-top 
size boats and canoes may be launched into the Connecticut River. Based on activity we 
noted last fall this will be a well used facility. 

Please note: NO FIRES, NO CAMPING 


Pathway improvement work continues in the Mason Forest. We plan to emphasize and 
mark stands of old and large tree species. We also plan to emphasize other lesser species, 
perhaps using self guiding trail methods. We are hopeful some work may be done by Boy 
Scouts who are working toward Eagle Scout status. 


Since the western boundary of the Mason Forest abuts the abandoned railroad tracks a 
member of the Commission is working on the Bike Path Committee. We feel we should 
be part of this committee as the railroad bed could very well be incorporated into the 
Mason Forest pathway system. 


Other activities begun or completed in 1996 include a sponsorship of a Walpole student 
to the Sargent Conservation Camp, representation on a committee to investigate 
protecting the Cold River, joint meetings with Conservation Commissions of Acworth 
and Alstead, and attending seminars on changes that affect our work in wetlands 
projection. 


We have two new commissioners this year. Lawrence (Larry) Britton and Gary Speed. 
Both are young, compared to some of us, and both are willing workers. We look forward 
to these Commissions playing a vital role in our work. 


Long time Commissioner Alfred Bertin opted to retire in March 1996. Al had been on 
the Board more than a decade and had been clerk for several years. We all owe Al a 


thank you for his years of public service; he will be missed. 


Alan Perkins, himself a long time member, retired in 1996. He served the Commission 
well and his presence will be missed. 


On behalf of the Commissioners, Van B. Garrison, Lewis Shelley, Kenneth McGill, Larry 
Britton and Gary Speed, we thank you for your support during 1996.

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REPORT OF THE HOOPER INSTITUTE 1996 


The Hooper Institute continued to serve the community of Walpole through its 
educational programs in 1996. In accordance with the will of George L. Hooper, 
programs in agriculture, forestry, botany, soils, and conservation of the environment were 
presented. Hooper Institute personnel visited each classroom at the Walpole School on a 
weekly basis. We added North Walpole School classrooms in the fall. Through a series 
of community programs and open houses over a thousand visitors were welcomed to the 
Hooper building and grounds in 1996. 


In the schools the Farm and Forest Project highlighted agricultural livelihoods found in 
Walpole today. Groups of fourth graders visited hosts in the community: sheep, 
sugaring, sawmill and wood products, greenhouse, oxen and bees in the Spring. Apples 
and cider, poultry, cheesemaking and Christmas trees were studied in the Autumn. 


Forestry was a focus of sixth grade studies; tree anatomy, identification, measurement, 
forest types, management and value. A study of the Connecticut Valley looked at the 
local watershed. The historic and economic development of the valley as it related to 
agriculture, forestry, wildlife, and industry were studied. A two day canoe trip on the 
river culminated this unit. 


Forestry topics in other grades included evergreens and conifers, plus deciduous trees. 
Botanical topics looked at plant pollination, wildflowers, seeds and indoor gardening. 
Classes studied soils both indoors and out. They learned about soil formation, 
composition, and conservation. Composting and recycling basics complement soil 
studies. 


Wetlands are studied for their value to plant and animal life and society. Wildlife is 
beloved by children. The behaviors and traits of mammals, birds, insects and other living 
creatures were the focus of many lessons, especially in the Primary grades. 


Field trips moved from school grounds to the Mill Pond and Hooper grounds for pond 
and wildlife study. Trailbuilders, a group of Junior High School volunteers, improved 
town conservation lands and trails. Junior High students also conducted water quality 
tests throughout town. 


Fifty-seven children participated in the Summer Program for grades 1-8. Based at the 
Hooper Institute, they explored many sites in Walpole and beyond. With the help of 
dedicated volunteers, they fashioned crafts, learned games and had fun! A small group of 
older children completed individual woodworking projects using the buildings shop 
space. 


A variety of programs for the community were held at Hooper throughout the year. 


Topics included: wolves, stars, bluebird houses, flowers, herbs, mushrooms and other 
wild edible plants, as well as landscaping, filled our Spring roster. In the Autumn we 
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welcomed the USDA personnel to Walpole with a reception and hosted an Open House 
which featured many educational demonstrations and displays. 416 participants attended 
our community programs. The Farm and Forest Museum at Hooper attracted 434 visitors 
from seven local communities. It yielded $656 in income. Other groups brought 233 
people to the property. 


Thanks to the many people who have supported the Hooper Institute with donations of 
time and expertise this year. The Hooper Institute Committee looks forward to another 
productive year.

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REPORT OF THE WALPOLE TOWN LIBRARY BOARD OF TRUSTEES 1996 


"|, . to serve residents of all ages as a community center and as 
a window to the world of information." 


The above quotation is an excerpt from the mission statement of the Walpole Town 
Library. With the provision of many varied materials and with the effort of many 
dedicated people, your library has lived up to its mission during the past year. 


At the March election, four new people were elected to the Board of Trustees: Anna 
Bushway, Robert Dudley, Carolyn Norback, and Albert Shamash. Returned to the board 
were incumbents Leighton Bridge, Shirley Capron, and Joan Horskins. These seven 
people join together with the two seated members of the board, Patricia Parent and Susan 
Sudsbury, to form a cohesive policy-making body. 


As a board we are proud of the efforts of the total library staff. Library Director Ellen 
Miffit works diligently to keep up-to-date on new trends and directions emerging in the 
field of library services by frequent attendance at conferences around the state. In the day 
to day operation of the library, her energy is boundless, and her willingness to soar above 
and beyond the prescribed expectations of the job seems unlimited. 


The work at the main library is ably enhanced by the two assistant librarians, Barbara 
Dretzin and Frances Moses. At the North Walpole Branch Library, Rose Werden very 
effectively handles all aspects of library service. 


In 1996, close to 18,000 items were lent out to patrons, including 17,616 books, 1425 
magazines and over 170 other materials (such as audio tapes, video tapes and pamphlets.) 
Five hundred and thirty-five reference questions were answered by the staff, and of the 
338 Interlibrary Loan requests, 255 were filled. 


In terms of actual building concerns, routine maintenance was performed including the 
replacement of missing or cracked slate shingles on the roof and the sealing of the porch 
floor and ramp. As a part of satisfying New Hampshire library standards, a sign 
indicating our hours of operation was erected on the front lawn. The Building Facilities 
Needs Committee did a thorough assessment of the Bridge Memorial Library in terms of 
its compliance with the American Disabilities Act. This committee also made some 
specific and creative recommendations and suggestions that the library board will have to 
respond to 1n the near future. 


The Friends of the Library, the efforts of volunteers, and the financial contributions of 
private citizens have been an immeasurable ingredient in the success of the past year. 
Under the very capable leadership of their president Kate Nerrie, the "Friends" held 
several fund raising events including a perennial plant sale, a book sale, weekly raffles at 
the summer concert series on the common, and a "Absolutely Last Tag Sale of the 
Summer " in the town hall. They also sponsored two educational/social events: a Spring 
Potluck Supper with former resident Gretchen Ackerman as guest speaker; and "An 
Evening with Archer Mayor," a talk by a very popular author.. 
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With the money earned by their activities, the "Friends" have spent over $2,000 dollars on 
such items as the periodical and paperback book shelves in the reading room, thirteen 
"Birth Books" honoring the Walpole babies who were born during the past year (with the 
baby's name inscribed in the book), Grolier Encyclopedia with CD Rom, and other books. 
In addition, the "Friends" donated another $2,000 to the Computer Fund. 


There was a total of 1290 hours of volunteer time donated to the library in 1996. Part of 
those hours represents the "regulars" who come in to perform tasks that free up the 
librarians to spend more time with patrons' needs. Additionally, Marie Pinkerton has 
raised a "task force" of members of the Walpole Senior Citizens to work on the 
verification of the shelf list. 


One of our proud moments in 1996 was the awarding of a Title II Library Services and 
Construction Act (LSCA) grant of $5,000 dollars that our Library Director applied for 
through the State Library. This grant is to be matched by $5,000 from our own Computer 
Fund to provide us with a computer connection with the branch library in North Walpole 
as well as internet access for the public. The board is excited about our journey into this 
new "window to the world of information." Our computer fund was significantly added 
to this year with a $4,825 dollar grant from MERCK Corporation which was given to 
partially match the very generous $6,587 dollar gift that James and Joanne Smith donated 
last year. 


Another grant of $150 dollars was award by the state to be used to kick off the children's 
summer reading program entitled "Kids, Books and the Arts." The Bridge Memorial 
Library again provided a very successful program with prizes and an end of the program 
party. The North Walpole Library initiated a similar summer reading program which was 
conducted by volunteer Brenda Forrest. 


All of us who care about public libraries were saddened this year by the passing of two 
citizens in town who loved the library and served it well. Austin Hubbard was a library 
trustee from 1929 to 1970. His service and generosity to the library are well know to 
Walpole residents, and on June 26, 1988, the new reference room at the Bridge Memorial 
Library was very fittingly dedicated to him. William Crabtree also served as a trustee 
from 1975 to 1981 and had continued to be a familiar face at the library because he was 
such an avid reader and lover of books. As a measure of people's awareness of Bill's 
dedication to reading and libraries, over $1,000 dollars has been donated to the library as 
a memorial to William Crabtree. Both men will be greatly missed, but their work on 
behalf of the library will live on through the enjoyment of countless people. 


Finally, on behalf of the Board of Trustees, I would like to express appreciation to the 
Board of Selectmen and the staff at the Selectmen's office for their cooperation and help 
during the year.

REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Walpole Recreation Committee had a busy and successful year in 1996. We 
continued our usual programs and introduced several new ones. The basketball courts at 
Whitcomb Park received a sorely needed resurfacing. Also, for the first time, a 
Recreation Director was hired to provide some new summer activities for our residents. 


The swimming pool was busy throughout the summer as usual. The repairs to the 
filtration system that were performed in 1995 kept the pool up and running without 
downtime all season. These repairs, while successful, are only temporary. The filtration 
system is old and obsolete by today's standards. Repair parts are difficult or impossible to 
come by, and the system is expensive to operate compared to those available now. It is 
time for the town to address the issue of replacing the old filtration system. In 1997, the 
Committee will do a feasibility study to determine the cost of replacing the old system. 
We will have a number of commercial pool companies examine the town pool this year 
and submit estimates on a new system. The Committee will present to the town its 
recommendation and present a warrant article to fund the system replacement at the 1998 
Town Meeting. 


In this year's warrant articles is one to raise funds to resurface the tennis courts at 
Whitcomb Park. The courts are cracked and heaved and are sorely in need of these 
repairs. The Committee urges your support of this article. 


Memberships and revenues at the pool were relatively constant from the prior year. There 
was some difficulty hiring certified lifeguards due to a shortage of qualified candidates, 
but that was a problem faced by all the towns in the region. However, a Red Cross class 
was conducted in the fall of 1996, and we expect a bumper crop of qualified applicants 
for lifeguarding positions this year. At this writing, plans are in the works for a WSI class 
to provide the pool with certified instructors for swim lessons. 


As was mentioned above, the Committee hired a Recreation Director for the summer, 
Josh Pincoske. Josh, a student at Colby Sawyer College, did an outstanding job 
organizing new summer activities at the park. Judging by the number of participants in 
new activities such as arts & crafts, tennis, basketball, and volleyball, Josh's efforts were 
well received by the residents. It is the intent of the Committee to expand and improve 
on this position, perhaps into a year-round one. There is a dearth of winter activities for 
many residents of the Town. Winter indoor and outdoor activities are possible, such as 
arts and crafts, card nights, volleyball, basketball, skating, and even a Winter Carnival. 
We welcome and encourage ideas and help from the townspeople to make this happen. 


Finally, the Committee would like to thank all the town agencies for their help at the 
Park, and the Selectmen for their guidance. A special thanks goes to Hillary Woodward, 
outgoing pool manager, who did an outstanding job in her two-year tenure. Also, a debt 
of gratitude to Diane Johnson who departed the Committee this past year, for her years of 
dedication to Recreation activities in the town.

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REPORT OF THE RECYCLING ACTION PROJECT - 1996 


1996 started with expectations that the transfer station would be on-line by mid-year. 
Before Town Meeting the Zoning Board of Adjustment and the Planning Board had given 
necessary approvals and at Town Meeting citizens voted the capital funds for 
construction. By May the State had given its approval to the site plan, excepting only the 
burn permit which needed further documentation. Further progress was stopped by a 
lawsuit. In September, after the lawsuit had been dismissed, the State Air Resources 
Council reviewed the burn permit but withheld action pending clarification of the status 
of property west of the site. The year ended with the issue unresolved. 


In February the Town received a proposal from a waste hauler offering to set up and 
manage a transfer station and take over the recycling activities. The WRAP Committee 
was asked to prepare bid documents so that the Town could compare the offer with 
competitors. The Committee also studied current and future recycling operations and 
itself prepared a bid. By the end of June bids were received and by mid-July their 
analysis was completed. Selectmen accepted the Committee's recommendation that the 
Town continue to operate the Recycling Center and that Cheshire Sanitation be the waste 
hauler when the transfer station is in place. 


Once again in 1996 operations were conducted within budget. The transfer station delay 
reduced some planned expenditures and there were no major unanticipated events. 
Sheeting of the north wall was finished and used steel storage racks, previously acquired, 
were erected. The computer system, approved at Town Meeting, was purchased. At the 
landfill the pile of construction and demolition debris was removed and a roll-off 
installed to accept such debris. A start was made on removing the tire pile and the oil 
receiving drum was put into a retention pallet. 


Markets were generally weak. All baled and granulated plastic on hand was shipped prior 
to the March Ist price reduction. After that, it and aluminum were stored for the balance 
of the year. At year end the aluminum price recovered and the inventory was sold. 
Recycable income for the Town of $13,856 was right on budget. 


Volunteers continue to be the heart of Walpole's recycling. Sooner or later you meet most 
of them when you drop off your recycables. Those who maintain the volunteer schedule, 
however, are unseen. Ellie and Henry Kimball retired this year and Mary Farrel and, 
later, Esther Jameson have taken on the scheduling. To them and to all the other 
wonderful volunteers, the Committee and the Town gives thanks. 


The Committee also wishes to thank Manager Rick Cooper and Operators Brian Krisch 
and Tom Hemmings for their efforts without which we could not do what we do.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE CHIEF 


We responded to 107 calls in 1996, 68 in Walpole and 39 mutual aid to neighboring 
towns. The calls consisted of 30 structure fires, 28 motor vehicle accidents, 9 cover 
assignments, 6 wires down, 7 chimney fires, 5 vehicle fires, 5 fire alarms, 3 CO detectors, 
3 rescue, 3 assist ambulance, 3 fuel leaks, 3 public assist, 1 stove fire 1 smoke 
investigation. 


1996 was busy with 20 more calls than 1995, and many of those were much larger 
incidents. 


Our fire prevention efforts have increased this past year through more fire inspections, 
and we did a fire prevention program with grades | thorough 5 at Walpole Middle School 
during FIRE PREVENTION WEEK. 


A STRATIGIC PLANNING COMMITTEE has been started to put together a long range 
plan of how the department can best serve the community in the future. 


I would like to commend the members of the department for their efforts this past year. 
There has been much interest and enthusiasm in training and other duties around the 
station, and the number of personnel responding to calls has been very good. I hope the 
citizens of Walpole are as proud of them as I am. 


In addition to the officers and members of the department, I would also like to thank the 
BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS and the LADIES AUXILLARY for their cooperation 
and support this past year.
